was robbed that evening by two road
agents near Date creek. Lieut. P. G.
Il'ood, a passenger, lost $180 and a
gold watch. Three bars of bullion
from the Peck mine, valued at $5,110,
were also taken. This is said to lie
the first instance where silver bullion
has been taken by robbers on this
road, and the second in the territory.

lniliam Miller is a youn? man,
short, rmick movements, light eyes
and hair, intelligent, fairly educated
and smart, aud appears a Mexican in
manners.

George McKinzie is a gowl-sizc- d

man, about 3U years of age; very
dark, curly hair; black, large eyes;
coarse voice; rather good looking,
and has a fine set of teeth.

At last accounts a party were in
close pursuit of the robbers.
